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was  no  course  to  pursue  but  to  press  qtiickh'  forward  and  drive 
the  Iiuliatis  froin  the  block  house,  and  obtaiti  possession. 

Of  the  Connecticut  troops  to  cross  on  the  log,  the  first  was 
another  company  from  their  colony;  the  Indians  sent  forth  a 
murderous  fire  from  their  muskets  that  killed  a  large  number  of 
that  com[)any.  The  next  compan3' close  behind  them  was  from 
Stratford,  headed  by  their  captain,  who  was  shot  down  as  soon 
as  he  began  to  cross  the  log,  and  most  of  the  men  next  to  him. 
John  Booth,  one  of  the  soldiers,  was  in  the  center  of  that  com- 
pany- in  crossing  the  log.  He  pushed  forward,  and,  while  in  the 
act  of  raising  his  low-crowned  hat  to  cheer  on  tlie  men  behind,  a 
musket  ball  j)assed  through  it,  just  gracing  the  top  of  th.e  scalp, 
and  would  have  pierced  his  skull  had  the  hat  been  in  its  usual 
place.  This  hat  was  preserved  in  the  Booth  family  for  upwards 
of  half  a  century,  after  which  it  was  unaccountably  lost.  By 
this  time  they  had  succeeded  in  driving  the  Indians  from  the 
r^  block  house,,  preventing  the  remainder  of  the  troops  from  being 

•5  obstructed  by  the  fire  of  their  guns  in  crossing  to  the  fort.    The 

'-'^  ■  tide  had  turned  in  their  favor;  for  sometime  they  fought  dcsper- 

"^  atcly  against  the  Indians,  and  before  the  close  of  the  fight  a  por- 

^v  tiou  of  the   Massachusetts  troops  efiectcd    an  entrance  in   the

in  a  swamp  where  he  had  fled  for  safety.  The  tribe  having  lost 
a  greater  part  of  their  number,  were  completely  broken  up  in 
their  winter  quarters.

She  had  perfect  control  of  her  own  temper,  and  perfectly  governed  her 
children.  Slie  governed  them  by  her  look,  and  not  by  scolding  or  blow.s. 
That  earnest,  loving  loni: — never  to  be  forgotten — that  showed  how 
deeply  her  child's  disobedience  pained  her,  disanned  him,  and  he  lovingly 
laid  his  head  in  her  lap  and  nslccd  lior  forglveno?f>.

less praying  for  the  guidance,  safe-k(,cpl:;g  anrl  welfare  of  her  children. 
Si.xty  yearb  have  i)asscd  since  that  sight,  and  the  lines  of  Cowper  now 
Vktll  express  the  feelings  of  the  writer:
